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BOOK PAPERS ADVANCED. 


The Long Expected Upward Movement 
of Prices Has at Last Set In. 


The Action of the West Virginia Pulp and Paper Company in 
Withdrawing Quotations Will, It Is Believed, Be Followed 
by Others—A 25 Per Cent. Advance Expected. 


It is a well known fact that for some time past a number of 
the book paper manufacturers have been selling paper at a loss, 
and on several occasions various remedies were suggested for bet- 
tering prices, without result. It has remained for the West Vir- 
ginia Pulp and Paper Company to take the initial move in this 
matter, and in a letter sent out to its customers under date of 
October 13 the company states that it is compelled to withdraw old 
prices owing to the increasing cost of raw materials, and that 
prices have been advanced in consequence. The company also 
states that it will be glad to quote on application. Following is 
a copy of the letter: 

New York, October 13, 1906. 

GENTLEMEN—Owing to the continued advance in the price of 
raw material, which has materially increased the cost of manu- 
facturing paper, we find it necessary to advance our present prices. 
We therefore beg to withdraw the prices you now have, taking 
effect immediately, and shall be glad to make you new quotations 
upon your request. Trusting we may continue to be favored with 
your valued orders, and which shall have our best attention, we 
remain, Very truly yours, 

West Vircinta Putp AND Paper CoMPANY. 


Although the West Virginia Pulp and Paper Company does not 
state in its letter to the trade what the actual advance will be, it 
was nevertheless stated unofficially that the advance would be 
from 20 to 25 cents per hundred, according to the different grades 
manufactured by the company. 

As yet no notices have been received from. the other manufac- 
turers, but it is understood that they will be sent out immediately. 
It is said that a meeting of all the large book paper manufac- 
turers in the East was held in New York last week, and an agree- 
ment entered into to advance prices immediately. The present 
lithographic strike was commented upon. There is no question 
but what the strike has seriously affected the book paper manu- 
facturers, and one of the largest manufacturers stated that he be- 
lieved the demand from that source dropped off as much as 300 
tons per day at various stages of the present strike. Some say 
that the mysterious manner in which the manufacturers’ are ap- 
parently conducting this upward movement is due to the efforts 
of Mr. Parks, who it is said is working it under his pooling plan. 
Others seem to think that the hesitancy of the other manufacturers 
in sending out notification of the proposed advance is because they 
feel somewhat uncertain as to the exact attitude of the dealers in 
regard to the advancing of prices. As far as can be learned the 


jobbers are not antagonistic toward this movement, and are rather 
inclined to believe it a good thing for the jobber as well as for the 
manufacturer. 

The announcement of the West Virginia Pulp and Paper Com- 
pany may be taken as an advance notice to the trade, and it is 
stated that the prices of the other manufacturers when they are 
made known will vary very little from those quoted by this 
company. 


ACTION ON BAG POOL POSTPONED. 


Owing to the Refusal of the Union to Join Nothing Definite Was 
Accomplished—The Advance Holds, However. 


After being in session for three days, Tuesday, Wednesday and 
Thursday of last week, the meeting of the bag manufacturers was 
adjourned without having accomplished the desired purpose of 
forming a permanent association. As was stated in our previous 
report, the time of the meeting was given over to working out 
some plan of operating the proposed scheme under the Parks 
pool. A number of the manufacturers declared that they would 
not join at the first day’s session unless the Continental Paper 
Bag Company became a member. They were satisfied to let the 
Union Bag and Paper Company work with the association on an 
agreement basis. The Continental people hesitated at first, but 
finally decided to become members. When this difficulty had been 
settled some of the others present decided that they would not 
join unless the Union Bag and Paper Company would also come 
in. This, coming as it did when all friction appeared to be set- 
tled, caused considerable confusion, and a few threatened to get 
out altogether. A conference was arranged with the officials of the 
Union Bag and Paper Company; but it was found that the com- 
pany wanted time to consider this question of joining, and the 
meeting was finally adjourned on Thursday, with no definite date 
set for another one, although it is understood another will be held 
in about three weeks or a month, at which time it is believed a 
permanent association will be formed. In the meantime the manu- 
facturers will advance prices on the cheap grades about 15 per 
cent., in sympathy with the recent advance by the Continental 
Paper Bag Company and the Union Bag and Paper Company 
According to the latest reports the manufacturers are not anxious 
to receive orders even at the advanced prices, but are inclined to 
await the final outcome of this combination scheme. 


The Miliani Business Incorporated. 


The business in hand made papers conducted in the name of 
Pietro Miliani at Fabriano, Italy, for the past few hundred years, 
has just been incorporated. It is capitalized for $1,000,000, of 
which $660,000 have been paid in. The abbreviated name of the 
new corporation is Cartiere Pietro Miliani. It is reported that in 
addition to extending its business in hand made papers, which are 
known all over the world, the company will add machine made 
papers to its product.

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“M. & F.”” EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE MEETS. 


The Question of Discounts Finally Left to a Special Committee— 
Another Advance Expected January 1—The Tonnage As- 
sessment Begins October 20—-Two More Companies Join. 


Another meeting of the executive committee of the Manila and 
Fibre Association was held on Thursday and Friday of last week 
at the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel, New York. This executive com- 
mittee is composed of one representative from each of the mills 
in the association. 

There was no unusual importance attached to this meeting, as 
it was merely called for the purpose of working out the various 
details incident to the organizing of the pool. At one time during 
the meeting it looked as if the whole scheme was going to fall 
to pieces, because a number of the manufacturers entered a pro- 
test to the effect that several others in the association had in- 
creased the old orders of a few of their favored customers after 
prices had been advanced, which they claimed was a direct violation 
of the rules of the organization. After wrangling over this diffi- 
culty for some time it was finally adjusted satisfactorily. 

Reports were made on the progress being made in filling old 
orders and the quantity of stock on hand at this time. The mills, 
as was stated before, have been given until October 20 to make all 
shipments on old orders, and after that date they will have to 
make a report of the tonnage on hand, and on which they will have 
to pay an assessment, which reverts to the pool. 

The question of giving certain discounts to the trade came up 
at the meeting. It was pointed out that the large buyer must re- 
ceive some consideration, and not be placed on the same basis as 
the small buyer. On this question it was decided to have three 
discounts, according to the size of the order. As the executive 
committee could not come to any definite agreement as to what 
these discounts should be, it was finally decided to appoint a spe- 
cial committee to arrange the discounts and submit their recom- 
mendations to the treasurer of the association, who, in turn, will 
notify the various members of the association. 

It is stated on good authority that the Continental Paper Bag 
Company and the Racquette River Paper Company became mem- 
bers of the association at this meeting. 

Meetings were also held of the various permanent committees 
of the organization, including the price committee. The advisa- 
bility of another advance was discussed, and one will no doubt be 
made about January 1. The meeting was adjourned with no defi- 
nite date set for the holding of the next one. 


Rushing Work on Mill of John Edwards Manufacturing Co. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

AppLeton, Wis., October 15, 1906—Work on the new sulphite 
mill for the John Edwards Manufacturing Company at Port Ed- 
wards is being rushed with all speed, and good progress has al- 
ready been made. The acid plant buildings are about completed, 
the digester building is more than half up, and the walls of the 
rest of the building are all started. Work is already going on upon 
the construction of the reinforced concrete stack with which the 
mill will be provided, similar to the one built last year at this time 
by the Riverside Fibre and Paper Company of this city. The com- 
pany has not yet placed orders for all the machinery it will require. 
I expect to be able to give more details concerning this plant in a 
week or two. Fox River. 


Charles J. Moody Accidentally Killed.

Puivapetrnia, October 16, 1906.—Charles J. Moody, a city sales- 
man with the house of Wilkinson Brothers and formerly with Irwin 
N. Megargee & Co., met death on Wednesday of last week on his 


way to his home at Glenside on the Reading Railway. As the 
train was opposite the Wayne Junction platform, the crowd there 
awaiting to come to town were horrified to see Moody either walk 
by accident or fall from the rear platform of his own train. Death 
was almost instantaneous. 

Mr. Moody was widely known and most popularly regarded in 
trade circles. He began business life with Irwin N. Megargee & 
Co., and recently joined the Wilkinson house. He was thirty-eight 
years of age, was married and had one child. 

A sad feature of Mr. Moody’s experience is that he was almost 
caught in the gas explosion in the Market street subway on Friday 
morning. He was slightly cut by flying glass, but escaped serious 
injury from the great timbers which were thrown about by dodging 
into a doorway. E. R. G.

SprINGFIELD, Mass., October 16, 1906.—James H. Marsh, aged 
fifty-five, well known in this city as a traveling salesman, com- 
mitted suicide by shooting himself in the temple with a revolver 
on Friday of last week at West Thompson, Conn. Mr. Marsh 
was identified for six years with the H. W. Carter Paper Com- 
pany, Bridge street, this city, but was forced to relinquish his 
position because of ill health. Subsequently he traveled for a short 
time for Carter, Rice & Co., of Boston. His act is attributed by 
his friends to melancholia, due to a nervous breakdown. Mr. 
Marsh is survived by his widow and one son.

The Dietz Machine Works, maker of rotary card cutters, toilet 
paper and paper bag machines of all kinds, as well as manufacturing 
special machinery for producing paper products, has been very busy 
for some time past on orders received. Although the company 
moved into its present location, at 126 and 128 Fontain street, 
corner of Waterloo street, Philadelphia, less than a year ago, and, 
despite the fact that the plant it now occupies is considerably 
larger than the old quarters, the concern is cramped for room and 
obliged to make additions to its factory, which will be done in 
the near future.

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CASEIN LITIGATION. 


The Manufacturers and Users of Casein 
Are Vitally Interested in Pending Cases. 


The Makers of Surface Coated Papers Meet to Raise Funds for 
the Legal Battles—The Casein Company of America Cor- 
rects a Misstatement—The Union Casein Company's Reply. 


A meeting of the large users of casein was held at the Murray 
Hill Hotel, New York, on Saturday of last week, representatives 
of nearly all the coated paper concerns in the country being in at- 
tendance. The meeting was called for the purpose of levying an 
assessment on the manufacturers of glazed and coated papers, who 
have agreed to share the expense of all litigation in connection 
with suits brought against parties to the agreement over alleged 
infringements of casein patents. At least two of such suits are 
now pending. 


Casein Company of America Corrects Misstatement 

The communication printed below from the Casein Company of 
America calls attention’ to the statement made by THe Paper 
TraveE JourRNAL in the issue of October 11, in regard to the suit 
of that company against the Union Casein Company and the A. M. 
Collins Manufacturing Company, and pronounces the same mis- 
leading. As THe Paper Trade JourNAt is always willing to print 
both sides of a controversy, it takes pleasure in printing the letter 
of the Casein Company of America above referred to: 

New York, October 16, 1906. 
Editor The Paper Trade Journal: 

Dear Sir—In the October 11 issue of THe PAper TrApDE JouURNAL 
is a statement to the effect that a decision has been handed down 
by Judge Holland, dismissing the bill of complaint in a case 
brought by the Casein Company of America against the Union 
Casein Company and the A. M. Collins Manufacturing Company. 
That statement is misleading. 

The suit in question was begun for infringement of one of the 
patents owned by the Casein Company of America, involving the 
use of boracic acid. The A. M. Collins Manufacturing Company 
satisfied the complainant that the defendants had not used boracic 
acid, whereupon a decree was entered by consent, dismissing the 
bill without prejudice. There has been no hearing involving the 
merits of the patent and no decision by the court, but merely the 
signing of the consent decree. 

The present suit pending against the A. M. Collins Manufac- 
turing Company was brought by the Casein Company of America 
for infringement of Letters Patent No. 626,537 and reissue No. 
11,811, known respectively as the “Free Acid” and the “Formalde- 
hyde” patent. 

The suit is being prosecuted as vigorously as possible. The 
complainant (Casein Company of America) has presented its 
prima facie case and “rested,” and the testimony of the defendant 
(the A. M. Collins Manufacturing Company) is now being taken.

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“EVERYBODY BUSY” THE TRADE REPORT. 


Our Correspondents in the Paper Markets This Week Send in 
Most Favorable Reports Concerning the Demand for 
Paper—Trade Is Good—Prices Advancing. 


The demand in the New York market was fully up to expecta- 
tions, and with buyers purchasing more freely the increased 
activity was pretty well distributed over all grades of paper. The 
advent of a few days of really cold weather put a little more life 
into the trade, and the general quietness so far complained of ap- 
parently disappeared. Business was reported as being pretty good 
for this time of the year. The outlook for a good winter's busi- 
ness appears to be more hopeful now than it has been at any time 
since the fall season opened. Along with the improved demand 
comes the report that prices are firmer on some grades, and indica- 
tions point to further advances. The mills have a pretty good 
supply of orders on hand for prompt delivery. The manufac- 
turers are not booking any large contracts for future shipment, 
but are rather inclined to wait a little longer and take advantage 
of the advanced prices. The manufacturers are showing their in- 
dependence by refusing inducements of any kind to accept future 
business at present prices. Offers of large contracts do not seem 

“to tempt them in the least. They expect higher prices, and intend 

to secure the benefit of them when they come. The dealers are 
doing a better business, but there are some who have taken on 
orders at present quotations which they find they cannot fill, having 
miscalculated the attitude of the manufacturers on the question 
of higher prices. Some few believed that nothing would come of 
this agitation for better prices. To show that they mean business 
the majority of the mi men have withdrawn the old quotations. 
The various grades of paper, with the exception of book papers, 
are improving steadily. News is reported as stiffening. Manila 
and fibre papers are moving well, although few orders have been 
taken at the advanced prices as yet. Tissues are improving and 
prices are much firmer. Writings are in better demand for this 
season. Rope papers are very firm, owing to the continued high 
figure for raw stock. Book papers appear to be the weakest of any, 
and with an increased demand prices do not seem to rally. In the 
West they are apparently improving, as the manufacturers are con- 
templating an advance, old prices having been withdrawn. 


Prices in Chicago Have an Upward Tendency.

Slight change has been shown in the local market during the past 
week. Prices have remained firm, with an upward tendency, and 
no indication of weakening. The shortage in raw material also 
has begun to affect the Western mills, and unless relief comes 
shortly may force another change in paper quotations. Sulphite 
as well as wood pulp is in great demand and hard to get. 

The runs of heavy orders for fall printing of catalogues and 
holiday papers are almost finished at the mills, and the mill men 
are hoping to get down to normal conditions in a couple of weeks.

Trade dey clopments wth local paper dealers still continue very 
good so far as the distribution of paper is concerned. Dealers in 
“manila papers and store wrappings are being as well favored with 
business as are the jobbers catering to the needs of printers and 
publishers. While trade does not seem to be specially active, 
everybody handling paper «claims to be doing a big business, so 
that one is inclined to infer that the average for the month will 
fully equal that of last October. A noticeable feature of the de- 
mand is that the call is more regular. and heavy enough to keep 


everybody pretty busy every day in the week. And-then most 
orders when placed are coupled with a request for quick deliv- 
ery. With the New England paper manufacturers trade condi- 
tions have improved a little of late, demand being better, and this 
fact has given encouragement to the early probability of better 
prices. Since last week’s review very heavy rains have fallen . 
throughout New England, so that the mills are fairly well supplied 
with water for the present. The withdrawal of mill quotations 
has become more general during the past week, owing possibly to 
advanced prices now being secured for sulphite fibre. Manufac- 
turers of tissue papers report improvement in demand, and they 
are hoping for the promised improvement in prices. Dealers in 
box makers’ supplies report good business. DELESDERNIER. 


Very Good Business at Holyoke.

* Business in Holyoke has been very good the past week, and 
present conditions appear better for a good trade the coming 
month than did the conditions of a week ago. Manufacturers 
have still had trouble in finding sufficient power to operate the 
mills to their full extent. Jobbers are said to be getting into the 
market for additional supplies of paper, which they have delayed 
purchasing as long as possible, and some quite large orders have 
been received this week. Prices are firm, and it is stated that in 
some instances they must be advanced within a few months, if 
manufacturers are to be kept whole on some few grades. Jobbers 
are said to be endeavoring to purchase as low as possible, and to 
even force prices down, but-thus far have not been very successful 
in the latter. 

All the mills in Holyoke have been operated on short time the 
past week owing to low water. The American Writing Paper Com- 
pany has a very satisfactory trade. Its divisions are well stocked 
with orders, and the company is busy working out the details for 
the new mill it will begin to erect in the spring. 

In Berkshire County all mills are running full time, and have 
plenty of orders on hand. 

In general trade has been firm, and manufacturers are very well 
pleased over the conditions at present and the outlook for the 
winter's trade. Ferry. 


Everyone Busy and Satisfied in Philadelphia. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

PHILAveLpuia, October 16, 1906.—Everyone is busy and everyone 
is satisfied. The mill men through their visiting representatives all 
report full orders, a good prospect and some evidence of future 
prosperity in orders ahead. The jobbers with hardly an exception 
are well supplied with orders. Prices are more nearly satisfactory 
than they have been for some time. News is steady but firm, 
wrappings in good demand but at old prices despite rumors of 
advances. The building paper trade is fairly overwhelmed with 
orders and prices are fairly satisfactory; but the hanging paper 
trade, now in the middle of its busiest season, is demoralized and 
prices are low and unsatisfactory. Some makers believe that the 
understanding recently reached at the New York meeting was 
based on a schedule that was entirely too low. But then nothing 
can be done at this season save to fill orders and hope for better 
things.

“Business Increasing All the Time” in Fox Valley. 
[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Appleton, Wis., October 15, 1906.—“Our mail orders today 
amounted to the capacity of our mill for three days,” said a manu- 
facturer to me today, when asked how business was. “Where are 
you going to get off?” I asked him. “I don’t know,” he replied. 

This may be an exceptional case, but it is certainly a very large 
straw showing which way the wind is blowing. According to the 
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report of manufacturers generally business is increasing all the 
time, and during the past week the increase has again been a nota- 
ble one. This applies to practically all grades, flats, books, wrap- 
pings and print. It is possible that the print market has not shown 
so much stimulus as the others. 


“The recent increase in the price of papers made from wood 
will by no means be the only one,” said a book manufacturer to me 
today. “I see you mentioned the fact last week that pulp wood 
was going to be higher, but you did not say how much higher. 
The increase is going to be $1.25 per cord for spruce. Duluth 
is the great market for pulp wood for this district, and to the 
price will have to be added the freight, whatever it may be; so you 
can see that the wood coming in here will cost $10 and more a 
cord laid down here. Taking into account the fact that book paper 
previous to the late increase was being sold too low to allow of 
a legitimate profit, the increase in the price of pulp wood will 
justify an increase of half a cent a pound in the price of book. 
And in my opinion it will have to come. I believe the price in- 
stead of being put up Io or 15 cents a hundred should have been 
raised a full 25 cents in the first place, which would have taken 
care of conditions until about the first of the year, when a further 
increase of about the same amount would be in order. As it is 
now it may take two or three steps to go the same distance. What 
I say about book papers applies in a general way with equal force 
to cheap flats, wrappings, fibres, etc. Advances have got to come. 
There are some extraordinary conditions, too, that may or may not 
become operative, such as the Burgess strike, which, if prolonged, 
would certainly have a decided effect upon the supply of sulphite 
available, and would affect the price of paper; but leaving all these 
things aside, paper must go higher.” Fox River. 


There Are Some Pessimists in the Miami Valley. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Dayton, Ohio, October 16, 1906.—Considered from every stand- 
point business conditions are believed to be as satisfactory as they 
well could be. From reports received this week from many sec- 
tions of the valley no other conclusion can be reached. Certainly 
it is possible to find the pessimist and the tradesman who com- 
plains of low prices, but in the latter category are included most 
of the leading manufacturers. All realize that an awakening is 
needed, and all appreciate the efforts that have been extended in 
that direction to alleviate the suffering mill men. Further support 
from all quarters, a unanimous and at the same time an aggressive 
movement, it is believed here, is alone required to make a substan- 
tial change in conditions. 


No unusual conditions have marked the week. The demand for 
the better grades has been keen, whetted by the fall stimulus, and 
the output has been the entire production of all mills, for none is 
known to be idle. Trade continues at a steady gait, with no indi- 
cation of easing up. Fear has seized some of the manufacturers 
that the freight congestion will interfere with future shipments, as 
it is already difficult in certain quarters to obtain sufficient cars. 
Improved quotations are given on books and prints, following the 
general movement for higher prices. The board market is reported 
to be satisfactory. M. V.

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LETTERS OF CREDIT ON PAPER STOCK. 


The New York Paper Stock Dealers’ Association Discusses the 
Advisability of Limiting the Credit to 75 Per Cent. of 
Valuation, the Balance to Cover Claims. 


The regular monthly meeting of the New York Stock Dealers’ 
Association was held on Wednesday of last week at the meeting 
rooms of the Typothetz, 320 Broadway, New York, with a large 
attendance present. In point of general interest it is reported that 
it was the most satisfactory meeting held in some time. This was 
probably due to the fact that this is really the first meeting of the 
fall season, the September meeting having been postponed because 
of a misunderstanding which caused the notices of the meeting 
to be sent out too late. 

George Scott, president, presided. After the regular routine 


business of the association had been disposed of two important 
pending questions came up for consideration. The first was in re- 
gard to the recent difficulty of the Philadelphia Stock Dealers’ 
Association with the Roofing Felt Makers’ Association over the 
exact interpretation of one of the clauses in the new classification 
of rags as required by the latter association. A letter which had 
been received from the Philadelphia association was read to the 
members present. In it the grievances were set forth in a general 
way, and the hope expressed that the New York association would 
take some action in the matter. 

After a careful discussion of this question a resolution was 
adopted in which the New York association expressed its sympathy 
for the Philadelphia association in the latter's difficulty with the 
Roofing Felt Makers’ Association. It was decided, however, that, 
owing to the lack of details in regard to the controversy, definite 
action be deferred until complete information could be obtained. 

The next question to be taken up was in reference to the present 
system of opening a full letter of credit with packers abroad. This 
question was brought about by the continued practice of packers 
on the other side in shipping stock of an inferior grade to that or- 
dered. A general debate was entered into, and various ways and 
means suggested for remedying this growing evil, from which, 
under present methods, the importer here has no redress, being 
obliged to submit to the practices of the packers abroad, with a 
proportionate loss in nearly every instance. Some suggested that 
a letter of credit for only 75 per cent. of the valuation should be 
opened, the balance to be paid upon the arrival of stock and after 
an inspection had been made. Others suggested that those packers 
who resorted to this kind of trickery should be blacklisted, and all 
importers here should refuse to do business with them. It was 
finally decided to place the matter in the hands of a committee, 
and the following members were appointed a committee to agree 
upon some plan of action and submit a report of their decision at 
the next meeting in November: A Salomon, Frank C. Overton, of 
Castle, Gottheil & Overton, and Henry Atterbury, of Atterbury 
Brothers. If the committee should report favorably upon the plan 
of opening a letter of credit for only 75 per cent. it will be neces- 
sary for all the importers to act as a unit, and notify their packers 
that in future they will open a letter of credit for only 75 per cent. 

There are, however, those who have their doubts as to the effect- 
iveness of this plan, pointing out that the packer abroad will re- 
duce the quality of his ‘grading still more, and in this way ‘still get 
the best of the importer here. 


Marsh Lands Containing Flag Not to Be Drained. 
Syracuse, N. Y., October 16, 1906.—Reports that the marsh 
lands at Montezuma would be drained by the construction of the 
barge canal are discredited by officers of the Montezuma Fibre 
Company and the Solvay Process Company, who have acquired 
thousands of acres of the marsh land for the manufacture of paper 


from flag. The Montezuma Company was assured by the State 
Engineering Department before purchasing the land that it would 
not be drained to such an extent as to kill the growth of the flag, 
and it is authoritatively stated that the barge canal will not be 
tar enough advanced at this point in five years for the low water 
of the marshes on the river to be permanently reduced. 

The Solvay Process Company has invested $200,000 in the 
Montezuma marsh land, and is building dikes to hold the water 
on the marshes. If necessary the Montezuma Fibre Company will 
follow the same measures. 


Centrifugal Leather Board Company to Build Mill. 
New Caste, Me., October 16, 1906.—The Centrifugal Leather 


Board Company has a crew of thirty men at work getting ready for 
a leather board factory in this village. Its building is to be 50x120 


feet over basement, and will employ from forty to fifty hands. The 
factory is to be run both day and night. Its officers are: George 
M. Seiders, president, Portland; Francis Dane, treasurer, Hamilton, 


Mass.; F. D. Marshall, assistant treasurer, 102 Exchange street, 
Portland; George T. Pratt, manager, Bar Mills, Me. 


English Aid for Striking Lithographers. 


George D. Kelley, president of the International Federation of 
Lithographers of Europe, sailed from New York on Wednesday 
of last week for Liverpool on the Oceanic. He goes to England 
to obtain financial aid for the striking lithographers here. He 
advocates not only a levy of 1 or 2 shillings a month from each of 
the 55,000 members there, but so important does he consider the 
outcome of the strike that he will recommend a loan of $35,000 
to the strikers. Mr. Kelley, who is also secretary of the Amal- 
gamated Society of Lithographers of Great Britain and Ireland, 
and a Member of Parliament from South Manchester, declared 
he had not come here to see the employers, but to investigate the 
strike, with the view of helping the strikers. He will notify the 
Federation not to send lithographers to this country. 


Bristol (N. H.) Paper Company Sells Property. 

Bristot, N. H., October 16, 1906.—The transaction which has 
long been pending between the Bristol Paper Company and the 
Mason-Perkins Paper Company is now completed, and the papers 
have been passed. This sale includes the paper mill and several 
tenements on Lake street, the pulp mill on Central street, water 
power privilege at North Bristol and some woodland in Alexandria, 
which now become the property of the Mason-Perkins Paper 
Company, while the Bristol Paper Company becomes extinct. The 
consideration was $26,000, which will give the creditors of the 
Bristol Paper Company, many of whom are located in Boston, 
considerably more than was anticipated, roughly estimated at 
about 75 cents on the dollar. 


Straightening Out Affairs of Imperial Paper Mills. 


In a recent issue of THe Paper Trape JouRNAL a story was 
printed bearing upon the financial difficulties of the Imperial Paper 
Mills, Ltd., of Sturgeon Falls, Ont. It now develops that the 
Quebec and Sovereign banks have agreed to finance the operation 
of the mill until January 31 in order to give the shareholders an 
opportunity to raise sufficient money to add necessary equipment to 
the mill, which will increase its product to a four machine output. 
In the meantime the funds to continue the business after the banks 
have been relieved will have to be raised. It is reported that this 
money will be raised by placing an equal assessment on each stock- 
holder. It is also asserted that the difficulties in the first place 
were caused by the mills being managed by men from abroad, 
who were not fully experienced in the conditions of manufacturing 
paper to be contended with in this country. 
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CASEIN DUTY FREE. 


The Board of General Appraisers Again Decides That This 
Paper Making Material Is Entitled to Free Entry—An 
Exhaustive Review of the Case. 


The Board of General Appraisers last week decided that casein 
should be admitted free of duty. The decision follows: 

The commodity the assessment of duty upon which is the subject 
of these protests is casein, a product of milk. The collector as- 
sessed duty upon it as a non-enumerated manufactured article 
under the provisions of Section 6 of the tariff act of 1897. In 
the various protests here under consideration 
made by the importers. 

1. That the commodity in question should be admitted free of 
duty under paragraph 468 as albumen not especially provided for. 

2. That it should be admitted free of duty under paragraph 594 
as lactarene. 


four claims are 


3. That it should be admitted free of duty under paragraph 572 
as glue stock. 

4. That it should be admitted at a duty of 10 per cent. as a non- 
enumerated unmanufactured article under Section 6. 

The evidence leaves no foundation whatever to the fourth claim, 
as there can be no question from the testimony but that the com- 
modity is a manufactured article within the meaning of the tariff 
law. There was but little, if any, serious attention paid to the 
third claim at the hearing, and, under the testimony in this case, it 
may be treated as practically abandoned. Both the importers and 
the Government directed their testimony to such facts as would 
prove or disprove that the commodity in question is albumen or 
lactarene. 

The hearing in this case occupied several days, the case being 
thoroughly presented by both sides, and the testimony, we think, 
quite exhaustive. Were it presented to us upon such exhaustive 
testimony without the embarrassment of previous decisions, our 
task would be an easier one. Although the question is to some 
extent one of fact, we feel constrained in deciding it to examine 
and review the past decisions of the board and the courts, and to 
be influenced in some measure by this previous adjudication. 

In the Merchants’ Despatch Transportation Company’s case, 
G. A. 4,340 (T. D. 20,614), this board held that a similar, if not 
identical, commodity was not albumen within the meaning of para- 
graph 468, that being the claim made in the protest in that case. 
The case was appealed to the United States Circuit Court for the 
Southern District of New York, and by that court (Merchants’ 
Despatch Transportation Company vs. United States, 121 Fed. 
‘Rep., 443), the decision of the board was reversed, the court 
saying that the evidence seemed to show that the article “is in 
common speech an albumen of which there are many kinds, al- 
though not an albumen in the technical language of chemists,” 
and “that the decision of the board seems to confine albumen too 
narrowly.” 

The same subject was before the board in Armstrong Cork 
Company’s case, G. A. 5,377 (T. D. 24,565), in which the decision 
of the Circuit Court was followed. 

In the case of the Casein Company of America, Abstract 3,988 
(T. D. 25,825), the importer abandoned his protest after taking 
testimony which cleafly brought it within the rule laid down by 
the court, but in the opinion the board said: 


. Were this question before us as an original proposition we might 
hesitate to hold that a commodity containing so small a percentage 
of albumen should be classified as albumen under paragraph 468, 
but an examination of the facts as stated in Merchants’ Despatch 
Transportation Company's case, G. A. 4,340 (T. D. 20,614), and 
the same case as decided by the Circuit Court for the Southern 
District of New “York (121 Fed. Rep., 443), leaves no doubt but 
what the commodity there under consideration was identical with 
that under consideration in the case at bar. 


And then stated that, were it not for the abandonment of the 
case, a decision must of necessity have been rendered in favor 
of the importer. 

In Ducas & Co.’s case, Abstract 5,993 (T. D. 26,289), the pro- 
test was overruled for the reason that the testimony did not sat- 
isfactorily show that the commodity was the same as that which 
was the subject of the decisions of the board and of the courts 
above quoted. That case was appealed to the United States Cir- 
cuit Court, and additional testimony there taken, upon which the 
court reversed the decision of the board, holding (B. P. Ducas 
Company v. United States, 143 Fed. Rep., 362; T. D. 27,031) that 
the commodity in question should be admitted free of duty under 
paragraph 594, the court saying: 


There was insufficient testimony before the board in support 
of the importers’ claim. But the uncontradicted testimony taken 
in this court shows that casein is more commonly known in trade 
and commerce as lactarene, an albuminoid of milk. The proofs 
are that the commodity is produced by allowing skimmed milk 
t@ sour, and then the whey is drawn off and the material dried. 
It is chiefly used for coating paper, a mordant in calico printing, 
sizing, veneers, glue stock, etc. 


From this review of the decided cases it will be seen that the 
tendency of the board has been to hold this commodity assessable 
for duty, while the tendency of the court’s decisions has been to 
admit it free of duty, either as albumen or lactarene. 

The terms albumen and casein are practically as old as the 
application of the science of chemistry to milk. The term lacta- 
rene is a word adopted by an English inventor, who, in 1848, 
patented a process for the manufacture of an article which he 
called by that. name, and which was intended as a substitute for 
albumen for fixing paint or pigment colors on woven fabrics. 
This preparation does not seem to have proven a success, and, from 
the testimony in this case, we would understand that the commodity 
thus manufactured and called-lactarene is not now upon the market. 
Albumen and lactarene first appeared upon the free list of the 
tariff laws in the act of 1870 (16 Stat., 266), and both have been 
carried through subsequent laws. Casein, while long known to 
chemists as a definite quantity contained in milk, and which for 
many years has been manufactured from milk, has been manu- 
factured in commercial quantities for but comparatively few years, 
owing to the fact, as we think the testimony shows in this case, 
that it could not be manufactured sufficiently economically for 
commercial purposes until the invention and introduction of me- 
chanical separators. These separators have been in use for some- 
what more than ten years, but we think the testimony established 
that only within the last five or six years have they been so per- 
fected that the butter fat could be so effectually separated from 
the milk that out of the milk remaining casein could be manu- 
factured economically enough to make it an important commercial 
quantity. The word casein-has never appeared in our tariff laws. 
This is doubtless due to the fact that the commodity had no com- 
mercial standing and was not in any sense a marketable commodity 
until since the enactment of the law of 1897. 

We think the testimony shows that the use to which albumen is 
put in the manufacture of paper and in cloth printing, and the 
use for which lactarene was intended and to which it was put 
in these industries, is the same as the principal use to which 
casein is now put, although the latter commodity probably has a 
much larger variety of uses. It might, therefore, be logically argued 
that Congress, in the act of 1897, having made albumen free and 
then having taken the pains to add, in another paragraph of the 
free list, the word “lactarene,” had casein at that time been a 
commercial quantity, it would also have been placed upon the 
free list. At least we think the purpose of Congress to admit arti- 
cles of a similar character free of duty is clearly manifest in 
paragraphs 468 and 594, also in paragraph 572, covering glue stock. 

The duties of this board in construing the tariff law are judicial 
and we should not trench upon the legislative function. The

theory of that law is that no articles are free of duty except such 
as are specifically made so by express provision of the law, and 
Section 6 of the act of 1897 is intended to comprehend every com- 
modity not specially provided for in some of the various para- 
graphs of the law, unless the same comes within the purview of 
Section 7. If the similitude provision of Section 7 applied to the 
paragraphs of the free list there could be no doubt that casein 
would be free of duty, either under pragraphs 468 or 594, but it 
having been held that this provision does not apply, G. A. 5,111 
(T. D. 23,633), we would hesitate, were it an original proposi- 
tion, to hold that casein is either albumen or lactarene. We have 
no doubt, however, from the record in this case, that the com- 
modity in question is so mearly the same as to be practically 
identical with that which was the subject of the court’s decision 
in Merchants’ Despatch Transportation Company vs. United States 
(supra), wherein casein was held to be entitled to free admission 
under paragraph 468 as an albumen not specially provided for, 
and in the case of Ducas Company vs. United States (supra), 
wherein it was held to be free of duty under paragraph 594, which 
provides for lactarene. 

While the testimony taken this is doubtless 
more voluminous than that heard by the court in either of the 
cases above referred to, we do not feel warranted in saying that 
it is sufficient to in any way differentiate the commodity, or, if

constrained, by reason of these decisions, to sustain the protests,

President Schwerin Interprets Decision. 


A reporter of THe Paper Trape JourNAL called on L. R. Schwe- 
rin, vice president and general manager of the Casein Company of 
America, and questioned him in regard to the effect on his com- 
pany of the recent decision of the appraisers’ office with respect to 


the free entry of casein. Mr. Schwerin talked to the reporter at 
length, and among other things said: 

“Our company has not been affected at all by the decision of 
the Board of United States General Appraisers to which you refer, 
and my reason for so stating is that I have been informed that 
the Government has ordered that an appeal be taken from this 
decision. As I understand it, the duty remains on until the case 
has been carried into the United States courts, and a final decision 
given thereon. 

“When the Government acquiesced in Judge Hazel’s decision (in 
the Ducas case), giving a particular importation of industrial casem 
(casein industrielle) free entry, it ordered the department to pre- 
pare another case for presentation to the Board of United States 
General Appraisers upon a more thorough record. The Government 
probably felt that previous decisions had been given upon insuffi- 
cient data, and that a new hearing would bring before the ap- 
praisers all the facts in the case, from which the Government con- 
fidently hoped that the board would furnish a new ruling that 
would hold casein to be dutiable. Apparently the Government 
is not satisfied with the decision of the board, or, in any event, 
it intended that this case should be carried into the United States 
courts for a final decision. At least, that is how I construe the 
appeal. 

“I have read the decision of the board and am inclined to the 
opinion that the board erred through misapprehension of the facts. 
I feel that after the courts have reviewed the evidence they will 
overrule the Board of United States General Appraisers, and will 
hold casein to be dutiable under the classification of non-enumer- 
ated manufactured articles.” 


SURFACE COATED DUTY UNCHANGED. 


The Advance of 15 Per Cent. Over Declared Valuation With- 
drawn, the Claim of Undervaluation Being Unfounded. 


The attempt of the Treasury Department and the domestic manu- 
facturers to compel importers of German surface coated papers to 


invoice their goods at higher prices appears to have ended in fail- 
Last winter the Board of United States General Appraisers, 
acting on information supplied by the Government's special agents 
advanced importers’ invoices 15 per cent. above the entered values. 
While these advances were thoroughly approved by the domestic 
interests, which have complained of the competition of the foreign 
goods, it has been known that the American makers have been

planning to submit evidence warranting still heavier advances. It 
was announced this week, however, that sub-board No. 3 of the 
appraisers had passed upon a large number of invoices affecting 
many German concerns, and that in all instances the entered values 
of surface coated papers had been sustained. 

This action on the part of the board will be a disappointment to 
the local dealers, who have maintained that the foreign goods are 
undervalued. It was stated at the offices of the board that a syndi- 
cate which had formerly maintained in Germany one price for 
home consumption and a lower price for export had been broken 
up. On this account the board felt under the necessity of accept- 
ing the prices at which the goods are invoiced.

The Philadelphia Association Still Firm in Its Stand in Regard to 
the Classification of the Felt Makers—The New York 


Association Co-operating on the Question. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
PHILADELPHIA, October 15, 1906.—The meeting of the Philadel- 
phia Paper Stock Dealers’ Association at Soulas’ Rathkeller on

After a good dinner the members addressed themselves again 
to the recently published schedule of the Felt Makers’ Association, 


which contains the objectionable clause that in the grading of hard 


woolens and satinettes, a grade which is made up of the residue 
from other grades, the inclusion of even a small part of prohibited 
matter would be cause for the rejection of the entire bale. 

This stringent rule was objected to by the rag dealers. They 


declare that a proper reduction should be made because of the 


objectionable matter, for, despite the greatest care, it is not possi- 
ble in all cases to prevent the accidental presence of improper 
material. They therefore opposed so stringent a clause as the one 
proposed by the felt makers, in that it was unjust. 

Evidence, however, was ample that the Felt Makers’ Association 
is disposed now to meet the association in a spirit of fair play. 
A number of dealers reported that they had had no difficulty in 
disposing of hard woolens and satinettes, and that the clause had 
never been raised against them. Furthermore, a letter was shown 
from an Ohio mill, believed to belong to the association, which 
enclosed a copy of the felt makers’ classification, but from which 
the objectionable clause was absent. 

These reports were taken as a tacit acknowledgment on the part 
of the Felt Makers’ Association that its previous position was not 
entirely fair. 

But the stock men propose to continue their fight for the formal 
and official abolition of the objectionable clause. Their position 
is that now, when there is on the part of the mills a heavy demand 
for stock, the restriction may not be rigidly enforced, but that in 
future, when there is a lull, the clause, if not repealed, may be 
raised to their detriment. And so the fight will go on. News that 
the New York association would co-operate was received with 
much satisfaction, 

The committee on certificates of membership, including D. Ridg- 
way Burr, Charles Hemingway and William L. Simmons, laid be- 
fore the members the result of its work, a simple but artistic certifi- 
cate containing a design for the association seal. In a circle is the 
inscription, “Philadelphia Paper Stock Dealers’ Association. In- 
stituted 1905.” In the middle are three suggestive pictures, the 
upper half being that of a rag man, with the legend “Peu-a-peu” 
(little by little), while beneath is a modern bale and a bale press. 
The committee was congratulated on its good work. The certifi- 
cates will be signed by the secretary and president, and will then 
be forwarded to members. 

In the matter of a national organization there were informal 
reports of the steps being taken in Boston to organize there. There 
is confidence that a national stock dealers’ association will soon 
be an accomplished fact. 

In order still further to increase interest in the monthly meet- 
ings it is proposed to dave assigned for each future meeting some 
topic of timely trade interest for discussion, The interchange of 
ideas that this symposium on trade matters will bring out is ex- 
pected to be most interesting and helpful. E. R. G.

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News FROM THE MILLS. 


The Chestertown (Md.) mill of the American Straw Board Com- 
pany has started up again. 

The Thilmany Pulp and Paper Company, of Kaukauna, Wis., 
is just completing the installation of Murphy smokeless furnaces 
under all its boilers. 

The boilers in the steam plant at the Kaukauna, Wis., mill of 
the Union Bag and Paper Company have recently been reset and 
put in first class condition. 

The South Side Paper Mill at Grand Rapids, Wis., which has 
been shut down for a month for repairs and improvements, went 
into operation again with both machines last week. 

The recent rains have produced plenty of water for all the 
mills at Turners Falls, Mass. The Esleeck mill and the pulp mills 
of the International Paper Company were shut down for some time 
on account of no water. 

The L. L. Brown Paper Company has installed four 700 candle 
power vapor lamps in its machine room. Instead of the brilliant 
white light of the arc lights the new lamps throw green rays, which 
are better for the eyes of the help in the room. 

A few of the reel tenders (night shift) at the mill of the Lock- 
port Paper Company, Lockport, N. Y., went on strike one night 
last week for an increase of pay from $1.50 to $1.65 for their 
shift. The men are still out. Their places have been filled. 

The Kaukauna Fibre Company, Kaukauna, Wis., has just fin- 
ished putting down new cement floors in its machine room and 
wood room. The steam boilers have been reset and generally re- 
paired, and improvements made around the mill wherever needed. 

The mill of the Wisconsin River Paper and Pulp Company at 
Stevens Point, Wis., has been closed for a week in order to permit 
the making of repairs in the flume leading to the pulp mill. All 
water has been let out of the raceway and the shutdown is ab- 
solute. 

The Champion Paper Company, of Carthage, N. Y., has well 
under way an addition to its mill, 50x200. The building when com- 
pleted will give the company a new finishing and shipping room 
and more store room, as well as room for another paper machine, 
which it is planned to add during the next few months. 

The big plant of the Rockton paper mill at Rockford, IIl., has 
been closed by its owner, Fred M. Coons, in order to complete 
extensive repairs. New vats will be built and a number of new 
beaters added to the equipment in place of those which are worn 
out. Extensive minor improvements, such as cement floors and 
similar structural changes, will be made. 

A general feeling of unison exists between the Oxford Paper 
Company, of Rumford Falls, Me., and the men who a few weeks 
ago struck for a nine hour day, and who last week returned to 
They returned and began work on the same schedule as 
that which they left, with the assurance of the company that when- 
ever it could see its way clear to give a nine hour day it would 
do so. } 

His Worship Mayor Sears, of St. John, N. B., in company with 
George McAvity, drove out last week to Loch Lomond to see if 
some arrangement could not be made for a supply of water to the 
Mispec pulp mill, which has been compelled to shut down. The 
mayor said afterward that after looking over the situation it was 
decided that the city could allow the mill 72,000,000 gallons of 
water, which is as much as is now required. 

Extensive improvemenfs are now under way at the Champion 
_Paper Company’s plant in West Carthage, N. Y. A new annex, a 
shipping room and storehouse, now in the course of construction, 
are rapidly being pushed to completion. The new building’s dimen- 
sions are 200x50 feet. It is being constructed of concrete, the ma- 
terial of which the present buildings are made. When the improve- 
ments have been tompleted the Champion Paper Company can boast 
of one of the best manufacturing plants of the Black River Valley.

With the new finishing department there will be enough space for 
the installation of another large paper machine, and this, it is ex- 
pected, will be done in the near future. 

Rumor has it that the Publishers’ Paper Company, which has 
been buying up all the land it could through the town of Shap- 
leigh, Me., has purchased the Hargreaves mill at North Shapleigh 
which has lain idle so long and will soon start it up. It has 
also purchased the Mann place about a mile below the Hargreaves 
mill, and will erect a mill there in the near future. That will be 
good news for a number of families who own homes in North 
Shapleigh and have had to go to other places in order to get 
work. 


NOTES OF THE TRADE. 


Daniel A. Dunlevy has been appointed receiver for the Mt. 
Molly Printing Company, of Carlisle, Pa. 

The Western Engraving Company, of Dayton, Ohio, has been 
absorbed by the Western Printing and Publishing Company, of 
the same place. 

The Western Bank Note and Engraving Company, of Pittsburg, 
Pa., succeeded to the business of the Smith-Wehner Lithographing 
Company last week. 

Rukin Brothers, paper box manufacturers, have leased a four 
story building at 27 Baker street, Cincinnati, Ohio, and expect to 
move in about November 1. 

A representative of a St. Louis wholesale paper house has been in 
Muskogee, Ind. Ter., for several days looking over the situation, 
with a view to establishing a wholesale paper house there. 

At a meeting of the directors of the Vellumoid Paper Company 
held last week at Worcester, Mass., Henry Adams, of Springfield, 
was elected president of the company, to fill the vacancy caused by 
the resignation of Dr. G. S. Clarke. 

The building at 35 East Alameda avenue, Denver, Col., occupied 
by the Denver Papier Maché Works, was almost totally destroyed 
by fire last week, together with a large amount of finished and un- 
finished work and a number of valuable patterns. The damage will 
amount to $5,000, according to Charles Cowell, president of the 
company. . 

Notices were posted last week in the White and Corbin division 
of the United States Envelope Company at Rockville, Conn., to 
the effect that beginning Monday the time would be changed from 
sixty to fifty-five hours a week. This was good news to the 200 
employees of the envelope shop. This will give the employees a 
half holiday Saturdays the year around. 

The Standard Wall Paper Company, with mills in Sandy Hill 
and Schuylerville, N. Y., has given all except the office force and 
skilled laborers a Saturday half holiday with the same pay, extra 
wages to be paid when the men work the extra Saturday after- 
noon. This is a 7 per cent. increase in wages, voluntary on the 
part of the company, and affects about 400 hands.

Jordan, of the Auburn Paper Box Company, is a creditor for 
about $2,000. 

R. P. Andrews, president of the R. P. Andrews Paper Company, 
Washington, D. C., and vice president of the Jobbers’ and Ship- 
pers’ Association of that city, has been appointed a member of the 
committee selected by the three local commercial associations to 
ascertain what local firms intend to exhibit at the forthcoming 
Jamestown Exposition. It is understood the District of Columbia 
Paper Manufacturing Company and the R. P. Andrews Paper 
Company will make elaborate exhibits at the exposition. 
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Casein Conspicuous in the Week’s News. 
In this issue of THE JouRNAL the subject of casein occupies con- 


siderable space, as a number of matters connected with that im- 
portant paper making material happened to come to the surface 
at the same time. 

First in order comes the announcement that the surfaced coated 
manufacturers, who have banded together for mutual protection, 
have had a council of war and have issued a call for funds with 
which to fight the cases now pending for alleged infringements of 
casein patents. 

In connection with the attitude of the users of casein the an- 
nouncement of the dismissal of one of the cases against Philadel- 
phia parties seems to have aroused some feeling. The plaintiff 
to the action says in substance that the dismissal of the complaint 
it having been satisfactorily shown that the de- 


was by consent, 


fendant company did not infringe the plaintiff's patent rights. 
One of the defendants to the suits referred to, however, not liking 
the interpretation put on the dismissal of the complaint by the 
plaintiff, supplies copies of the court records to disprove the al- 
leged statement that the dismissal of the case was through the 
collusion of his company. In the statement of the Casein Com- 
pany of America, publish@d on page 7 of this issue, there is no 
charge of collusion. 

The decision of the United States General Board of Appraisers, 
on the protest against assessment of duty on imported casein, is of 
very great importance to both the manufacturers and users of casein 


in this country. Should the courts affirm the decision of the board 


the price of the domestic article would probably be lowered, as it 
is claimed that casein from Argentina can be brought in and sold 
here for less money than the domestic makers can afford to sell 
it. The latter, however, declare that they do not fear such a con- 


tingency, as they are confident that the United States courts will 


overrule the appraisers’ decision. 


The Advance in Book Papers. . 
The book paper manufacturers have at last “had the courage 


of their convictions,” and have withdrawn quotations. The new 


prices now being quoted are, as a rule, 20 to 25 cents per hundred- 
weight higher than the old ones. 

The action of the West Virginia Pulp and Paper Company in 
leading the upward movement is greatly to be commended, as

been made months ago, as the increased cost of raw materials 


warranted much higher prices than have prevailed. To have 
delayed putting quotations on a profit yielding basis means the 
loss of thousands of dollars to the mill owners. Now that a re- 
form in this respect has been started it is to be hoped that all 
the manufacturers of book papers will adhere strictly to their pro- 
fessed determination to get some money out of their business. 
In connection with the situation this year in the book paper 
branch of the industry, it will be recalled that the vice president 
for that division of the American Paper and Pulp Association, in 
his report at the meeting in February, called attention to the de- 
plorable condition of things in that line that had characterized 
the trade during 1905. In view of the unfavorable conditions he 
urged the adoption of some measures to bring about a better state 
of affairs. This public protest against doing business for nothing

The Water Situation.

with freezing time not far away, the water question naturally

streams may soon fail them, as they know that enough rain has 
not fallen as yet to fill the swamps and other headwaters of 
their rivers. Unless copious, heavy, long continued rains come 
within the next few weeks there will be a serious shortage of 
water power this winter that will have its effect on the paper 
industry. At this time, with the market active and prices advanc- 


ing, such a lack of power would be little short of a calamity. 
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WAGES AND HOURS OF LABOR. 


Comparative Figures for 1904 and 1905 Show That in a Group 
of Thirty Establishments Wages Have Increased but .1 Per 
Cent., While Hours of Labor Have Increased 1.9 Per Cent. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Wasuincton, D. C., October 16, 1906.—One of the recent in- 
vestigations carried on under Government supervision has been the 
relation of labor to food prices, covering periods extending from 
1890 to 1905, but more closely a comparison of the wage question 
as between the years 1904 and 1905. Only averages are given. 
but the result shows that in the principal mechanical and manu- 
facturing interests of the country there has been an increase in 
wages of 1.6 per cent.; that the average hours of labor per week 
remained the same, and that 6.3 per cent. more persons were em- 
ployed. 

Taking the paper and wood pulp industry more particularly we 
find that there has only been an increase in wages of .1 per cent., 
and in this industry there has been an increase in number of hours 
employed of 1.9 per cent. In book and job printing and pub- 
lishing there has been an increase in wages of 1.4 per cent., and 
in hours a decrease of .4 per cent., while in newspaper offices there 
has been an increase in salary of 1.8 per cent. and in hours of 
work of .5 per cent. 

Under the general paper and wood pulp industry are included 
16 occupations, embracing 30 different establishments in which 
investigations were carried on. In 1904 they employed a total of 
4.540 persons and in 1905 4,622. These occupations include back- 
tenders, beaters, black ash burners, bleachers, calenders, male and 
female; color mixers, cutters, male and female; enamelers, finish- 
ers, male and female; laborers, machine tenders, press tenders, 
pulp grinders, rag sorters, male and female; wood cookers and 
wood preparers. All of the work is carried on in the North 
Atlantic and Northern Central States. 

Taking these occupations separately we find that back-tenders 
were employed in 25 different establishments; that their number 
increased during the two years from 265 to 273; average hours of 
labor increased from 64.57 to 65.47, and wages from .1706 to .1711 
cent. 

In 28 establishments 585 beaters were employed, as against 574 
in 1904. The hours were increased from 61.36 to 62.30, and wages 
from .1724 to .1749 cent. Black ash burners to the number of 
29 are in 3 establishments; their hours have been increased from 
62.07 to 64.55, while wages have been decreased from .2058 to .1945 
cent per hour. 

Bleachers are employed in 12 establishments, and their number 
has been reduced from 145 to 135; again the hours have been in- 
creased from 57.14 to 59.07, and wages have been reduced from 
.1872 to .1849 cent. 

In 15 establishments male calenders are employed, the number 
being increased from 202 to 238; in this occupation the hours 
have been reduced from 57.67 to 56.34, while wages have been 
increased from .1875 to .1945 cent. Two establishments em- 
ployed, in 1904, 29 calenders, reducing the number in 1905 to 26. 
The hours of labor remained the same, 55, but wages increased 
from .1398 to .1434 cent. 

Color mixers are only reported for 2 establishments, their 
number increasing from 18 to 23; hours were reduced from 52.67 
to 52.17, and wages from .2160 to .2147 cent. é 

Eighteen establishments employed 143 male cutters if 1904; 
in 1905 the number was reduced by 5. Their hours were increased 
from 51.68 to 52.67, while wages were reduced from .2048 to .19890 
cent. Female cutters are reported in 20 establishments, and their 
number increased from 227 to 231; hours were slightly increased, 
from 56,00 to 56.09, and wages from .1019 to .1055 cent. 


Enamelers are reported for 3 establishments, their number hav- 
ing been increased from 72 to 78; hours reduced from 50.17 to 
50.00, and wages from .2214 to .2204 cent per hour. Finishers, 
both male and female, remain practically the same; the hours of 
the former are increased from 60.04 to 60.23, and wages from 
1788 to .1816 cent; with the latter the hours have been decreased 
from 58.17 to 57.87, while wages increased from .1208 to .1248 cent. 

The number of laborers employed has increased from 1,279 to 
1.353; hours from 60.23 to 60.43, and wages from .1516 to .1534 
cent. 

Machine tenders in 1904 numbered 277; in 1905, 273. The average 
hours employed in 1904 was 61.16; in 1905 it was increased to 62.50, 
and wages, from .2683 to .2749 cent. 

The number of press tenders was reduced from 85 to 76; hours 
were increased from 66.22 to 66.32, and wages decreased from .1530 
to .1520 cent. This was also the case with the pulp grinders, 
whose number was reduced from 167 to 155. Here we find the 
largest advance in hours of labor, from 62.69 to 69.10, with a 
decrease in wages from .1631 to .1549. 

Two plants employ male rag sorters, and their number was re- 
duced from 70 to 40; their hours increased from 52.97 to 57.90, 
and wages decreased from .1770 to .1665 cent. Eleven estab- 
lishments report female sorters; their number also shows a re- 
duction from 283 to 274. while their length of hours has increased 
from 53.82 to 53.31, and wages decreased from .1019 to .0986 cent. 

Nine establishments report 62 wood cookers, against 61 last 
year; the average hours of work increased from 62.75 to 64.16, 
and wages from .1836 to .1933 cent. 

Twelve establishments engaged 331 persons as wood preparers 
in 1904; in 1905 the number had been increased to 347; the average 
number of hours was increased from 60.85 to 61.40, and wages 
from .1575 to .1590 cent. 

In book and job printing increased hours are only reported 
for female press feeders and linotype operators, and reduced wages 
only for female linotype operators and stitchers. This is also true 
in the newspaper offices. A. F..'T.

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THE PULP SITUATION IN CANADA. 


While Some Rain Has Fallen the Past Week, There Is as Yet 
Not Enough Water to Carry the Mills Through the 
Winter—Very Dry in Ottawa Valley. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Toronto, Canada, October 16, 1906.—The situation in regard to 
pulp remains almost unchanged. There have been some rains, but 
while these have been of temporary benefit there must be continued 
heavy rains about the headwaters of our larger rivers in northern 
Ontario, and so far as reported these have not yet come. If rain 
does not fall and fall heavily on the watersheds before frost comes 
the outlook for pulp for the winter months will be pretty blue. 

Sulphite is now reported at $40 to $42 f. o. b. at the mill, and 
even at these prices mills that have paper factories are only filling 
contracts, holding all the rest for their own use. The shortage 
has so far only slightly affected paper. Not many contracts fall 
due at this time, and buyers are only buying from hand to mouth, 
but unless there is a change in the situation before the beginning 
of the year makers predict that new contracts for roll news will 
be from 10 to 25 per cent. higher than expiring contracts. 


No Pulp Grinding in Ottawa Valley. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Ortawa, Canada, October 16, 1906.—The manufacture of pulp in 
the Ottawa Valley is almost completely stopped. The E. B. Eddy 
Company, of Hull, was compelled to curtail operations to save the 
water power for the paper mill. The Ottawa River has fallen to an 
unprecedented low mark. Taking the whole Eddy concern, from 60 
to 80 per cent. of the motive power is cut off. J. R. Booth, of 
Ottawa, has been struggling with the low water for a long time, 
and several weeks ago some of the pulp grinders had to be thrown 
idle. The situation became gradually worse until the other day 
he shut down the pulp mill entirely. It will probably not resume 
activities until the frosty weather closes the Booth lumber mill. 
Then all the power can be diverted to the pulp establishment, and 
some of the grinders will begin to move again. The MacLaren pulp 
mil] at Buckingham is idle on account of a strike, and the prospect 
is not bright for operations there again this season. There has 
been an advance in the price of pulp recently, but Ottawa manufac- 
turers do not anticipate a famine. The demand for the product is 
keener than usual in Ottawa on account of low water elsewhere, 
but unless that situation becomes more acute no very abnormal 
condition is looked for. Large orders are coming in from the 
United States. 

The pulp and lumber mills at Buckingham, Que., were the scene 
of a fatal strike riot there on October 8. Five hundred men in the 
lumber and pulp mill, five weeks ago, asked for 25 cents a day in- 
crease in pay on a scale ranging from $1.25 to $3.50 per day, which 
resulted in the whole industry closing down. While the mills were 
idle a large mass of logs collected, which constituted the raw 
material which was to provide work for the pulp mill during the 
coming winter. If the logs became frozen in above the falls it 
meant that the pulp mill would be idle all winter. Both in the 
interest of the men who were on strike and in their own interest 
the MacLarens decided to open the boom and bring the logs down 
so as to be available when the mills reopened. Rumors commenced 
to fly about that the “strike leaders would attempt to prevent this. 
Messrs. Alex. and Albert MacLaren went themselves to carry out 
«the work, and took along with them a small party of their old 
employees who remained loyal. As a protective measure they 
were accompanied by about fifteen special police. The leaders of the 
strikers announced that the work must stop, and after some parley- 
ing they charged down on the constables. There is a dispute as to 
who fired the first shot, but a shot was fired, and instantly there 
was a fusillade which showed that both sides were equally pre- 


pared for shooting. Only a few of the special constables escaped 
being hit, and being outnumbered ten to one they dodged wood- 
piles to escape the shots and rocks fired at them by their pur- 
suers. When the engagement was over it was found that the strike 
leader and one follower had been shot dead. Under military pro- 
tection the company started the logs moving, but it is not decided 
yet to push through operations. Several arrests were made, and 
the matter will be thoroughly inquired into at the trials. 

The paper business is most active, and prices are stiffening. The 
Eddy Company reports a heavy flood of orders and an outlook 
for larger sales in the near future. The new Booth paper mill 
has put one machine into operation as a sort of experiment, but 
nothing has yet been turned out for the market. i 


No Surplus Water at Holyoke. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] P 
Hotyoxe, Mass., October 16, 1906.—The Holyoke Water Power 
Company is still enforcing close restrictions on the use of water 
ftom the canals, and mills are confined strictly to the indentured 
quantities of water. All n.ills are compelled to use a considerable 
amount of steam power to operate the plants. There is plenty 
of coal in the city, but the present demand for steam power is 
lowering the surplus quantities of coal considerably. Shipments of 
coal are received regularly in Holyoke, and no shortage is antici- 
pated. Ferry. 


Fox Valley Mills Still on 50 Per Cent. Flow. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

AppLeton, Wis., October 15, 1906.—There has been no change in 
the amount of water permitted to be used for power on the Fox 
River since the first reduction to 50 per cent. of the normal flow 
was made a couple of months ago. The fall rains have been rather 
deficient so far, but the level of the lake holds up well, and the 
mills are able to get along very nicely with the 50 per cent. they 
are allowed to use. The season has been a most unusual one in 
the fact that the first frost was delayed until last week. The’ 
first one was a sharp freeze, however, making ice half an inch thick,

The Present Situation in the Lithographers’ Strike. 

SprRINGFIELD, Mass., October 16, 1906.—The situation as regards 
the strike of the lithographers is apparently nearing a crisis 
throughout the country. The men have been out since July, forty 
being affected in this city, and the silent struggle should come to 
a head before many days. J. L. Brooks, president of the Brooks 
Bank Note Company, claims that the employers are gaining ground 
steadily all over the country, and that his own concern is rap- 
idly getting the situation in hand. Mr. Brooks said: “There are 
some 1,350 lithographic presses in this country, and 85 per cent. 
of them are in our employers’ association, and 48 per cent. of them 
are now runing. Within the past two weeks twelve firms have 
joined our association, and the association has lost not a single 
member since the declaration of the strike. Here in Springfield 
our company has secured a number of non-union lithographers, 
and we are turning out a large amount of work; not so much as 
before the strike, but enough to prevent our falling far behind 
our orders. An ultimate victory for our association is assured, 
for we have gotten past the guessing point and know we will win.” 

The local strikers are just as confident of victory, and also 
claim gains throughout the country. They say that only 5 per 
cent. of the lithographers are non-union men, and ask how that 
5 per cent. can possible do work enough to fill the hosts of orders 
that will pour in as the holiday season approaches. The fact that 
the manufacturers are already behind their orders, which must be 
filled, and must carry out their contracts or lose great sums of 
money, enters largely into the calculations of the strikers. “All we 
have to do is wait a few weeks longer,” said a striker last even- 
ing. “We will win, and we have no doubts.”

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BLEACHING TOWERS. 


A Patent Has Just Been Granted in England on a Method for 
the More Expeditious Draining or Bleaching of Pulp. 


Lewis Evans, of Messrs. John Dickinson & Co., Ltd., of London, 
England, has been granted a patent covering an improvement in or 
applicable to bleaching towers, which has for its object the more 
effective and expeditious draining or washing of the pulp to, free it 
from the bleaching or other liquid or water. 

The invention is characterized by effecting the draining of the 
pulp by a drainer (or drainers) which projects from the tower bot- 
tom or base up into the mass of the pulp, and has a two sided ac- 
tion as distinguished from those hitherto in use in which the draining 
action is only from one side, whereby the patentee claims to attain 
the following advantages, namely, a considerable increase of drain- 


a. 


mg surface, with a less proportion of the capacity of the tower 
occupied by the drainer, and a speedier action, and the draining of 
the mass of pulp at different parts. 

Fig. 1 represents a sectional elevation of a tower adapted accord- 
ing to the present invention. Fig. 2 is a sectional plan on line 2—2, 
Fig. 1. Figs. 3 and 4 are sectional plans. 

A represents the improved drainer, which may be made of a flat 
formation (Figs. 1 and 2), or of a radiating formation (Fig. 3), 
or of a sectoral formation (Fig. 4), or other suitable formation, 
and is constructed with opposite sides, a, set in parallel relation and 
near adjacency by securing sheets of perforated metal wire cloth or 
like suitable draining substance, a, on the outer sides of the frame, 
a’, which may be composed of metal bars, adapted to rise from and 
be supported by the*base, b, of the tower, B. The bleaching liquid 
or water which passes the pulp mass to the drainer interior 
. escapes at the bottom of the tower by a suitable outlet, a’, provided 
with a stop cock or the like (not shown). In Fig. 4 two drainers 
are shown, each having a separate outlet.

Special Hand Made Paper for Litho Printing. 


In an article on “Lithographic Printing Troubles on Hand Made 
Papers: Some Recent Experiments and Remedies,” a writer in an 
English publication describes a visit to the famous hand made 
paper mills at Afonwen, Flintshire, England. He was shown over 
the works by A. Isgar, the manager, and, says the writer, “to him, 
during our perambulations, I told the difficulties that lithographers 
had to grapple with in the effort to print one of the modern fine 
engraved headings on the horny, sheeny, uneven surfaces of some 
hand made papers now on the market. From the outset he grasped 
the points I advanced, and he quickly recognized that, while a 
hand made surface might be an ideal one for writing upon with a 
pen, which could ride and glide up and down its little pulpy hil- 
locks without the least difficulty, it was a somewhat different propo- 
sition to insure good impressions of an image laying on an abso- 
lutely flat surface, such as a lithographic stone, on the hard undu- 
lating and unyielding surface of an animal sized hand made sheet 
of paper. He promised to grapple with the problem, and I in 
turn undertook to test any specimens he might send for trial, the 
final outcome of which has been the production of a new hand 
made paper, in both laid and wove varieties, which yields an in- 
finitely more even, solid and satisfactory impression, and with 
much less trouble, than the old normal hand made. Without en- 
tering into tiresome technicalities as to how this has been accom- 
plished, we may say that a large share of the change has been 
wrought in the process of felting, and minor modifications in the 
plate glazing and sizing stages.” 


The Industry in New Zealand, 


The paper making industry has been established in that colony 
for a considerable number of years, but it has failed to make much 
headway. At the recent annual meeting of the New Zealand Paper 
Mills Company the chairman complained of the dearth of raw ma- 
terial of good quality available, and also of the fact that the colony 
was regularly canvassed from end to end by the representatives 
of British and foreign mills, which were able, by means of abundant 
supplies of cheap raw material and cheap labor, to land a good 
article at a low price. Evidently, as in the case of the manufac- 
ture of woolen goods, there will be a demand for further protec- 
tion of this industry against the inroads, both of the British and 
the foreign manufacturer. The local manufacturers complain that 
the colony is used as a “dumping ground” for British and foreign 
surplus stocks of a low grade, and that elaborately printed bags 
are landed there, duty being paid on the material only and not on 
the work. Probably if any further duty is imposed, which at 
present is doubtful, a preference may be given, in accordance with 
the late Mr. Seddon’s declared policy, to British manufactures.

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SELF PURIFICATION OF RIVERS. 


The effect of Light on Water Accounts for the Destruction of 
Impurities in the Streams—-A Few Examples Cited of Large 


Refuse-Laden Rivers Purifying Themselves. 


(Translated from Papierfabrikant for Tue Paper Trape JourNAL 
by Albert Komp.) 

Everybody interested in the life of nature may like to under- 
stand why the beautiful developing green foliage in the springtime 
should fade away so soon into a pale and cold appearance. 

Should botanist to explain this phenomenon he 
would soon learn that the products of chlorophyll (a green color 
stuff existing in the plant) are dissolved by the influences of the 


Thus the life of the color as originated by light is also 
a similar action discloses-itself in the fading 
of aniline or tar colors. 

This conception has led students of natural history to try the 
possibility of destroying the poisonous character of injurious plants 


one ask a 


sun rays 
extinguished by light 


under the influence of bright and glaring light. 

A noticeable phenomenon in nature of this kind, so little under- 
stood even by the educated, is observable in the remarkable self 
purification of rivers. 

It would appear almost natural that the refuse derived from 
our largest cities, being usually discharged into the rivers, must of 
consequence poison their waters entirely and produce the most 
dreadful and pestilential diseases, were it not for the discovered 
fact that the rivers consume all their impurities themselves. 

The most intuitive perception regarding this highly important 
subject has been derived from a report of a commission organized 
several years ago in Paris for the purpose of investigating the de- 
grees of impurities that are passed into the river Seine by the 
sewers from the city. The report of said commission states, be- 
sides mentioning other subjects: 


While above the bridge of Asniéres the river bed is covered 


with bright shining sand, the water producing a visible and lively 


piscatorial condition, and the shores abounding in a rich and 
verdurous growth, all these charms suddenly disappear where the 
great collecting channel of Clichy rolls its stagnant contents into the 
beautiful river. A flood of darkened, evil boding, greasy liquid of 
an ominous shade, containing all sorts of shreds, hairs and animal 
corpses and nondescript offal, is slowly and unceasingly mixing 
its poisonous volume with the pure river water. A grayish pile 
admixed with decaying organic remnants collects on the right 
river bank, forming evil boding, malodorous embankments and 
hideous islets. 

This muddy slime gradually covers the entire river bed, in which 
it ferments and foams, while the revolving currents emit gaseous 
bubbles, raising the infernal from the bottom to the surface. 

But look, how remarkable, notwithstanding this monstrous pol- 
lution produced by 2,500,000 living in crowded proximity, the river 
Seine, some 45 miles below, presents again a crystal stream, just 
as clean, pellucid and inviting as it appeared before entering the 
dreadful city! 

The same picture as produced by the river Seine in Paris is 
shown by the river Thames below London, by the river Spree be- 
low Berlin, the Oder at Breslau and the Danube at Vienna; in 
short, all rivers passing through the large cities are blessed with 
the same advantage o# self purification. According to the size of 
the city, and that of the rfver, and to the amount of pollution re- 
spectively, the waters become entirely purified after 20 to 45 miles 
of flow. 

Today we are aware that in reality it is the sunlight that causes 
the purification of rivers or waters, and this remarkable filtration 
is performed in the following somewhat complicated manner: 

The organic réfuse forms nourishment for billions of water 
bacillaria and of fungi-form growth, whereby the matter is turned 


or dissolved into different chemical combinations, producing at the 
same time poisonous products that exclude all other growth of 
plants. But when further downward the solution of the offal suds 
is increased and the sunlight is able to pierce its rays deeper into 
the water, then and there the self purification begins. The bacteria 
are unable to resist the bright sunshine; they suffer death by light. 
The organic matter produced remains, but the poisonous effects are 
made harmless by the increasing dilution and by the action of the 
sun, ready to destroy all organism that is harmful to humanity, 
while it will call into life those organisms that are useful to us. 
Now an infinite multitude of microscopical green plantlets begins 
to settle and to consume with great avidity the remnants of the 
mire, these latter having already been chemically dissolved by the 
bacteria into a proper condition, in which their substance can be 
admitted into the life of the green plants. It is the same process 


that we learned to understand in the formation of humus, with the 
difference that in our case we find the action in water, where it 
exerts its function, exclusively in the region of microscopical nim- 
bleness. 

The green plant is everywhere the preserver of health, and in 
the same manner in which it will change a barren desert into a 
paradise so also it is able to transform a malodorous channel 
into a clean, clear and poetically bubbling rivulet. The power of 
that plant is represented in the glittering greenish lustre of the 
waters, of which the informed knows that it exists solely in mi- 
croscopical plantlets that serve to protect our life against the poi- 
sonous bacillaria. 

For said reasons it is the present aim of scientists to provide 
ways and means for the biological purification of off-waters (such 
being the technical name of the process), and for its rapid devel- 
opment. 


ForREIGN NOTES. 


The Pappenfabrik Dippoldiswalde (Herm. Rost Nachf.) Carl 
Geisler, of Dippoldiswalde i. Sa., was completely destroyed by fire 
on August 2. The cause of the outbreak is unknown. 

A strike of the women sorters in the paper mill of J. W. San- 
ders, of Bergisch-Gladbach, has collapsed. The reduction in the 
output caused by the dismissal of a number of the women was 
only temporary. 

The Paper Union, of Schwarzenberg-Strasse 3, Vienna I. has 
issued a circular stating that in consequence of the rise in the price 
of raw materials its members have been compelled to raise the 
prices of sulphite papers, whether glazed or unglazed, by k. 2 per 
100 kg. 

According to a report issued by Consul General Paul von 
Schoeller on the foreign trade of Austria-Hungary for the year 
1905, paper and paper goods were imported into that country to 
the value of £1,396,000, an increase of £46,000 over that of the pre- 
vious year, when the value stood at £1,350,000. The United King- 
dom supplied 6,672 cwts., valued at £25,475, during last year, a 
slight increase on the former year’s trading, when the value stood 


at £24,334.

CORRESPONDENCE SOLICITED 
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MORE STRENGTH, LESS POROSITY. 


A New Process for Attaining These Ends Has Just Been Patented 
by Charles F. Mabery, of Cleveland, O.—Description of Method. 


Charles F. Mabery, of Cleveland, Ohio, has invented certain 
methods of treating pulp wood and other materials. United States 
patent No. 832,799. In describing his process Mr. Mabery says: 

“It is well known that articles made from wood pulp, straw 
board, or similar non-coherent materials are so porous and have 
such slight strength of coherence that they are of very little use 
for holding solids or liquids, and do not serve any useful purpose 
where strength is required. 

“I am aware that processes are in use for impregnating and 
coating the surface of wood pulp with certain oils and baking the 
articles after this treatment at very high temperatures in order to 
produce a surface resistant to the action of water. 

“The object of the invention herein described is to convert such 
porous fragile materials into stronger, denser and less porous 
forms and to make their structure more coherent, so that the 
texture of the body shall be converted into a form more nearly like 
the structure of the original material from which it is made, and 
at the same time rendering the surface impervious to oils and 
liquids. 

“In carrying out my invention I saturate the porous material 
to a suitable extent, determined as to degree of strength and firm- 
ness of structure desired, with a natural vegetable oil or similar 
material which approaches in its properties the constituents of 
the original tree or shrub or stalk from which the material is 
prepared. The saturating substance may be conveniently applied 
by brushing it on the surface, whereby it is readily absorbed by 
reason of porosity, or the porous base may be dipped into a satu- 
rating bath. The absorption of the oily mixture may be assisted 
by the use of volatile solvents—as, for instance, benzine or benzene, 
acetone, carbon bisculfid, or turpentine mixed with gum caoutchouc. 
A saturation in this vegetable oil greatly strengthens and condenses 
the texture of the material of the base and prepares it for the sec- 
ond step in the process—namely, the application of a substance to 
make the material insoluble in vegetable oils or water. 

“The second step in the process consists in applying to the surface 
of the material after the treatment above described a coating which 
is prepared by combining a derivative of a vegetable oil with a 
binder and a solvent. This coating may be applied either by brush 
or by immersion. After the article is treated with this coating 
solution it is dried or baked, producing a hard and glossy surface. 


“The gums which it is necessary to use in the second step of the 
process in order to accomplish the desired results are very expen- 
sive, and if enough were used to saturate the entire mass of the 
article being treated the process would be too expensive for prac- 
tical use; but by carrying out the invention in the manner herein 
described the primary saturation with a cheap vegetable oil extends 
into the article and prevents more than a surface absorption of the 
expensive materials of the second step. In other words, the texture 
of the entire mass of the article is strengthened and condensed 
by the saturation in the first step of the process. After the first 
saturation it is preferable to allow the article to dry out, which can 
be done either in the air or aided somewhat by heat. By experi- 
mentation I have found that if my invention is carried out with the 
materials and in the manner indicated below particularly good re- 
sults are obtained at low cost. 


.“I provide a bath of resin oil, using, preferably, rosin oil. This 
is heated to a temperature of from 80° to 100° centigrade. The 
article to be waterproofed is immersed in this bath until it is suffi- 
ciently saturated, after which it is removed and transferred to the 
second or coating bath, which is prepared in the following manner: 
A vegetable gum, Such as copal gum, is disintegrated by the means 


of heat until a viscous residue is left. To this residue I add a 
binder, preferably in the nature of a drying oil, and a solvent 
which preferably is obtained by condensing vapor which is driven 
off during the disintegration of the vegetable gum, into this bath, 
which is kept at an approximate temperature of 100° centigrade. 
The article is immersed for a. sufficient time to allow the solution 
to penetrate slightly, when it is removed and baked or dried out 
for a proper length of time until the coating is hardened.” 


GETTING WOOD FROM RUSSIA. 


Shipments of Wood from That Country Have Greatly Increased 
in Recent Years—Immense Supplies Available. 


The arrival of immense shipments of wood in Archangel, destined 
for foreign countries, has caused the establishment of a special 
wood exchange in that port, and wood dealers and wood indus- 
trials have already formed a combination. The export of wood 
from the port of Archangel to foreign ports reached in 1862 134,000 
standard, in 1890 it advanced to 366,000 standard, in 1900 to 1,240,- 
ooo standard, and finally, in 1905, to 1,590,000 standard. Up to late 
years the working of wood for export has been performed on the 
tributaries of the Dwina. The floated wood is prepared in the mills 
of Archangel, also in the outlets of the flotable rivers Onego, 
Misen and others, 

At present wood speculators have sent their agents to the Gov- 
ernments of Wjatka, Perm and Tobolsk, as they intend to extend 
the circle of their activity considerably. Special attention is paid 
to the wood market of Tjumen. This place has gained considera- 
bly in importance during late years in the shipments of wood, via 
Jekaterinenburg, Perm, Kotlas and Archangel; about 360,000 large 
trunks have been rafted to Tjumen during the last shipping season. 
The value of these shipments reached upward of 3,600,000 rubles. 
The great amount of this wood is harvested on a surface of 3,000,- 
000 dessaelinen of land on the eastern slopes of the Ural Moun- 
tains. One half of the trimmed 200,000 trunks is sent to the mar- 
kets in the Ural and to West Siberia, the other half, comprising the 
select sorts, is sent via Archangel into the outland. 

The rapid increase in the export is caused to a large degree 
by the good quality of the northern species of trees. After finish- 
ing the Bogoslowski Railroad and its branch road into the richest 
forestry district in the Ural—the Pawdin forest—the export of 
wood will experience a considerable increase and will follow a new 
direction. It will not be any longer necessary to float the wood to 
Tyumen; it will then be transported by the Bogoslowski road to 
Kotlas, and thence by water to Archangel. A great wood trade is 
already developing itself in the Pawdin forests. New sawmills are 
installed, railroads and public roads and conveyances are built, and 
every muscle is strained to answer the world’s thirst for wood. 

In this manner the immense wealth of a small part of Russia's 
wood supply will find an improved outlet into the outer world.— 
From Torgan, Pr. Gazette.

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OUTLET CONNECTION FOR DIGESTERS. 


A New Invention for Letting Out the Pulp, With Provision Also 
for Letting in the Steam, Being so Constructed to Prevent 
Lodgment of Falling Brick, Cement, Etc. 


George S. Van Voorhis, of Belfast, Me., has invented certain new 
improvements in outlet connections for pulp digesters. United 
States patent No. 832,935. 

This invention relates to digesters for preparing paper pulp, and 
it consists in the connection to be placed at the outlet of a digester 
for conducting the pulp away therefrom, which has provision also 
for admitting steam to cook the pulp. Its object is to provide 
such a connection of a form such as to cause the outflowing pulp 
to be diverted and is so shaped as to prevent lodgment of brick, 
cement and other matter which may fall from the digester lining at

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any part of its interior. Formerly such substances had to be taken 
out at great inconvenience and expense through a hand hole situ- 
ated at the back of the “T,” which this invention entirely does 
away with, owing to its lack of such pockets and the arrangement 
of the steam inlets. In addition to these features of construction 
it also has openings, with integral provisions for the attachment of 
steam pipes, to permit live steam being blown into the interior of 
the digester through the improved outlet. 

Fig. 1 represents an elevation, and Fig. 2 a central section, on a 
reduced scale, of a device embodying the present invention. Re- 
ferring to the drawings, Fig. 2, the character a represents in dotted 
lines the lower part oé a pulp digester, which may be of any usual 
construction, the bottom of which is open and forms at } an outlet 
for discharging the cooked pulp. 

“ Letter c is the connection forming the subject of the present in- 
vention, which is adapted to be attached to the bottom of the 
digester in line with the outlet b, and may be secured in any way, 
as by flanges d, which may~be bolted to flanges e of the digester. 
This connection ¢ is an elbow form, with an inlet f and outlet g, 


which are directed at right angles to each other, whereby the 
stream of outflowing pulp when discharged from the digester may 
be deflected into a suitable receptacle at one side. The interior of 
the connection, as will be seen, is formed as a continuous passage 
with smoothly curved sides, so that no angles or abrupt pockets 
are left in which foreign substances—such as brick, mortar, etc.— 
may lodge. Hitherto it has been customary to provide T connec- 
tions for conducting away the pulp; but such connections have the 
objectionable sharp angled interior pockets in which the foreign 
substances above referred to are certain to lodge. The connec- 
tion c also has passages / and i opening from its interior through 
its lower and outer walls and being in line with the inlet f and out- 
let g, respectively, of the connection. Thus the axis of the passage 
h extended passes through the centre of the inlet f, while the pas- 
sage ¢ is similarly arranged with respect to the outlet g. Sur- 
rounding the passages / and i are nipples faced off and surrounded 
at their ends by flanges h’ i’, to which may be bolted tapped and 
flanged connections k / for furnisning means of attachment thereto 
of steam admission pipes. When live steam is admitted through the 
passage hi, the outlet g being then closed, it is permitted to blow 
through the openings f of the connection and b of the digester 
into the interior of the latter, where it cooks the material to be 
made into pulp. After the cooking process is completed the flow 
of steam is shut off and the outlet g opened, which permits the pulp 
to flow through the elbow c to whatever receptacle may be con- 
nected thereto, while the smoothly curved interior of the elbow per- 
mits the pulp to be deflected laterally and to flow without eddying 
or being obstructed. 


The Causes of Yellow Spots in Sulphite Papers. 


A paper mill had to combat the unpleasant appearance of small 
yellow spots in the sulphite sheet; the trouble arose unexpectedly, 
and continued for seven months, when it disappeared. The mill 
hands had suspected the origin of the trouble in some fault in the 
machinery; alterations and supposed improvements were, however, 
of no avail. Examination revealed that the pulp was infected by 
numerous knots and fibre bundles, yet the trouble could not be 
mended by the many changes of the screen plates nor would the 
insertion of new beater knives, or a multitude of preventions, in- 
ventions and tricks bring any relief. 

At last suspicion fell on the sulphite, and this proved justified 
by the trial of another lot of sulphite of a different make and 
origin, whereupon knots and spots disappeared entirely. 

An expert investigation of the matter brought out the follow- 
ing disclosure: Examination under the microscope revealed that the 
numerous knots and spots had simply been caused by imperfectly 
felted fibre knots and bundles. 

However, it was shown that another mill using the same sus- 
pected quality of sulphite had not experienced any trouble of the 
same nature, and the reason for this difference may have existed 
in the use of sulphite of 50 per cent. dryness, while the mill where 
the knots made the trouble had used sulphite of 70 per cent. of dry 
weight. Still another cause could be found in the strainers and 
screens, as the second mill that used an excellent centrifugal made 
the better sheet——Svensk Pappers-Tidning. 


Says Hearst Broke Paper Contract. 
Watertown, N. Y., October 16, 1906—A. D. Remington, one of 
the oldest paper manufacturers in this region, says that William 
Randolph Hearst a few years ago broke a big contract which the 
Remington Paper Company had to supply the San Francisco Ex- 
aminer with paper for five years. An ironclad agreement, it is 
alleged, was entered into at Mr. Hearst’s instigation, but in two 
years, when the price of paper dropped, he intimated that he did 
not want any more paper from the Remington Company. It is 
declared he paid the Remington Company $36,000, but, it is esti- 

mated, saved $150,000 on the balance of the contract.

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PAPER MARKING APPARATUS. 


The Object of the Invention Is to Provide an Improved Device 
for Marking the Paper Automatically as It Is Withdrawn 
From the Roll. 


Hermann Rehlinghaus, of Moscow, Idaho, has invented improve- 
ments in paper marking apparatus. United States Patent No. 
831,744. 

Fig. 1 is a side elevation, and Fig. 2 is a plan view, of apparatus 
embodying the invention connected to a paper roll frame. Fig. 3 is 
an enlarged cross sectional view of the apparatus shown detached.

Fig. 4 is an end view of a type carrier. 
of a type holding bar. 

The object of this invention is to provide improved devices 
whereby paper as it is withdrawn from a roll is automatically 
marked with words or other printed characters, which may be in 
the nature of a name or other advertising matter. The invention 
consists in the novel construction, adaptation and combination of 
parts, as will be hereinafter described and finally pointed out in 
the claims. 

In the drawings the reference letter A designates a roll of paper, 
such as is used for wrapping purposes, and is provided axially 
with a stick B, having its ends rotatably mounted in the end stand- 
ards C of a counter frame and includes a connecting top piece D. 
Tiltably secured to the latter by arms E is a cutter blade F, which 
is resiliently pressed against the paper roll by coil springs G, hav- 
ing terminal arms G’ and G", which respectively bear against the 
under side of said frame top piece and the upper sides of the arms. 
All of the aforesaid parts are or may be of ordinary or suitable 
construction. ° 

Detachably secured to the frame and desirably to the top piece 


Fig. 5 is a perspective view 


D thereof, as by screws 2, are attachments 3, having bifurcated 
protruding ends, to which are pivotally connected by pins 3’ the 
arms 4, and which latter are also connected to the frame by ex- 
tensible springs 5. These arms are each provided with apertures 
6, wherein is journaled the spindle 7, which carries in, proximity 
of its end discs or wheels 8, each provided with a peripheral groove 
to receive tires 9 of rubber or other flexible material. Said discs 
are connected with each other by longitudinal members 10, dis- 
posed at or near the circumference of the discs, and also by oppo- 
sitely disposed plates 11, having marginal bends 11’, against which 
the edges 12’ of the type carriers 12 are seated. These type car- 
riers (see Figs. 3 and 4) each comprise a curved plate, having a 
plurality of T-shaped grooves 12” therein for the reception of in- 
terfitting flanges 13’ of the type holding bars 13, having a central 
web 13” and outer flanges 13”. The type 14 are formed of rubber 
or other suitable material upon backing pieces 14’, which are 
adapted to register between two of the adjacent bars and against 
the outer face of the carrier thereat. 

aSlidably mounted upon rod extensions 4’ of the arms 4 are blocks 
15, in which are journaled the spindle ends 16, upon which is a 
drum 17, having a peripheral covering 17’, of felt or other ab- 
sorbent material, whereby the ink is evenly applied to the type as 
the latter revolves. The ink is predeterminately supplied to such 
absorbent covering from a tubular reservoir 18, extending through 
bearings 19, secured to the blocks 15, and having in one of the 
protruding ends a charging aperture provided with a plug closure 
19’, and formed or provided upon the other end is a crank handle 
20 to conveniently rotate the reservoir to present the discharge 
«pertures 18’ in position to permit the marking fluid to flow out- 
wardly from the reservoir upon the felt or, when in a more ele- 
vated position, to prevent the outflow of the same. 

In practice the inking devices are enclosed in a casing 21 to pro- 
tect the same from dirt and getting into contact with the operator. 
To cause the inking device to be adjustably pressed against the type, 
coil springs 24 are provided upon the arms 4’ and their tension 
adjustably regulated by nuts 25, screwed upon the threaded ends 
of the latter. 

The manner of operating the invention is as follows: When the 
paper is withdrawn from the roll by an outward pull, as custom- 
ary, the roll is turned in unwinding, and thereby effects the revo- 
lutions of the printing type through the frictional contact of the 
rubber tires in the discs which are connected therewith. In re- 
volving, the type come successively into contact with the exposed 
surface of the absorbent material and wiping against the same 
causes the type to be inked or charged with the marking fluid, and 
which is at a later portion of the travel of the type imprinted upon 
the paper roll, and thereby accomplishes the purpose of the inven- 
tion, 

It is to be noted that the printing matter may be varied by 
changing the type, and also that the operation of the invention is 
entirely automatic in its action, requiring no other attention than 
to replenish the marking fluid as it is consumed. 


Delay in Starting Menominee Mill. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

App.eton, Wis., October 16, 1906.—Much delay is being experi- 
enced in starting the new mill of the Marinette and Menominee 
Paper Company, on account of the non-arrival of some of the 
iron work required for the harnesses of the water wheels in the 
power house. The firm from which the iron was ordered is 
having a strike, and is very much behind in its work, and it is 
very indefinite when the material will be on hand.

Surfacing Papers. 


In an invention by C. W. Gay, patented in England, a clothlike 
surface is imparted to both sides of a sheet of paper by passing it 
between two pressure cylinders B, C, covered with cloth glued or 
otherwise secured to a backing f of strong heavy paper, leather, 
rubber covered cloth or watchspring metal. The ends of the back- 
ing are secured to two spindles g, which are situated in a recess d 
and are capable of being turned and secured for the purpose of ap- 
plying tension to the backing. The blanks of paper x are fed from 
a table E against the upturned end of a carrier i, normally kept in 


contact with the surface of the cylinder by a weight ;*. At each 
rotation of the cylinder B, a stud &* thereon turns the carrier i into 
the full line position so as to release the edge of the paper sheet, 
which js simultaneously gripped by the spring gripper G projecting 
from the recess d. The gripper is opened and closed at the proper 
times by means of an arm p thereon engaging with a cam surface r 
on the frame. A similar gripping device and cam surface are pro- 
vided in connection with the second cylinder C. The cylinders ro- 
tate in the direction of the arrows until the two recesses d coin- 
cide, when the edge of the sheet is released by the first gripping 
device and engaged by that on the second cylinder, by which it is 
carried forward to a delivery table F.
